NAMELESS BABES 
A WAR PROBLEM 
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| British Lawmaker Advocates 


‘Forgiving Mothers Lest 


(By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 
LONDON, April 24.—Ronald McNeill, 
member of parliament and the first of 
Great Britain’s lawmakers to take up 
the war babies’ problem now confronting 
the country, explained today his atti- 
tude toward the question which is now 
a matter of serious consideration to the 
people at large as well as to social work- 
ers. . 

He is at the head of a committee which ' 
is trying to make a census to ascertain 
the extent of illegitimacy directly con- 
nected with the war, so far as this country 
is concerned. 

He brought on his head considerable 
criticism because of his advocacy of for- 
giving mothers of war babies, although, 
he explains, he does not mean thereby to 
condone matters. 


_ Called Problem of the War. 
“It is best to face the problem square- 
“It should be viewed 
as one of the results of war. At the pres- 
ent time I do not see how government leg- 
islation can be expected, but I for one am 
in favor of a general edict of forgiveness 
from the pulpits throughout the country 
at a specified time which would automat- 
ically remove the stigma from the moth- 
ers of these infants. This stigma must 
be removed if such mothers are to be ex- 
pected to care for their babies.” 

Lady Ebury, active chairwoman of the 
Watford board of guardians, which cov- 
ers a section including two of the prin- 
cipal camp areas in south England, Wat- 
ford and St. Albans, says: “ From in- 
quiries made, I am certain that the num- 
ber of bonafide soldier cases is small,”

was rescued and was landed at Leith, 
Scotland. 

The sixteen members of the crew were 
all Swedes. They drifted about in small 
boats for twelve hours before being 

picked. up. 

The Finnish steamer Frack was torpe- 
doed and sunk in the Baltic by a German 
submarine. It is believed the members 
of ite crew were saved. 

The Frack carried a cargo of iron ore 
and was on its way to Abo, Finland. 

Mine Sinks Steamer Caprivi. 

The Norwegian steamship Caprivi, 
which sailed from Baltimore April 6 for 
Christiania by way of Ardrossan, Scot- 
land, struck a mine at a point fifteen 
miles northeast of Tory island and sank. 
The crew of the Caprivi wae landed at 
Inishtrahull today. 

The Caprivi had a net tonnage of 1,872 
and was built in 1892. The vessel was 250 
feet long, 40 feet beam, and 20 feet deep.

The hearings on foreign trade possibill- 
ties undoubtedly will result in a recom- 
mendation by the trade commission that 
the department of justice countenance 
combinations of various concerns in one 
* business for the purpose of using a joint 
selling agency in foreign markets. Sim- 
ilar combinations in case of home maer- 
kets, where the public will be served bet- 


ter, also will be recommended in all like- 


lihood. 


“At the hearings of the foreign situa- 
tion the business men of the country are 
going to present a novel proposition. 
Briefly stated it is this: They will make 
all of their plans known to the commis-. 
gion in advance of their operations. Then 
 * @hey will ask the trade commission to as- 
sign one of ite members or one of its 
representatives to confer with them from 
tims to time to make suggestions, to offer 

» gévice, and to guide them in the proper 
conduct of their affairs. 
In other. words, the exporters, as in- 
timated during the conference last week 
between the commission and the commit- 
tee representing the chamber of com- 
merce of the United States, are desirous 
of forming a partnership with the federal 
trade commission in order to obtain all 
of the advantages presented in the pres-' 
ant umparalieled foreign situation. 


Commission’s Attitude . Problem. 
Whether the trade commission will con- 
' gent to participate in such an arrange- 
ment is problematical. It probably will 
not go as far as the business men desire. 
However, it will go far enough to assure 
them of its great interest and of its spirit 
of fair play and justice. 
It ip quite apparent from proceedings 
thus far that the majority of business 
men prefer to follow the wishes of the 
trade commission and of the department 
_ Of justice to being prosecuted for vio- 
lations of ¢;ther the Clayton or Sher- 


man laws.

Congress Authorizes Road. 
Under the law passed by congrese last 


year authorizing the construction of a | 


government oyned railroad system to cost 
$35,000,000, President Wilson has an- 
nounced the selection of seaport and in- 
land termini of the first trunk line. This 
will run. from Seward to Fairbanks with 
a branch to the Matanuska coal fielde. 
Alaska hae an area of 586,000 square 
miles, of which 100,000 are susceptible 


of agricultural use, grazing ard tillage. 


Probably 30,000 square miles, or 5 per 
cent of the total area, can be mede avail- 
' able for tillage. Four-fifths of the pos-

He ponders 
over a dull boom which he fancied he had 
heard proceed from the direction of the tun- 
nel some five minutes ago, just before they 
connected with the dynamo, No one else 
had noticed it, apparently, amid the storm 
of noise. He hod decided that his ears 


must be playing him tricks, for he had done 


much underground listening recently, but 
now, down there alone, his thoughts again 
revert to this sound. 

After walking for some two minutes, he 
almost stumbles into an obstruction; ‘the 
left side of the gallery and the top have 
apparently fallen in. It is in a soft portion 
of the tunnel lined with timbers, which are 
splintered and lying about. He hastily 
searches the side walls for a gauge mark 
showing the distance from the mouth.

Capt. Yamatogo knows 
all that is to be known about fuses; he 
knows well that to light the instantaneous 
means death, as the flame would flash 
straight down to the charge before he could 
move. Not wanting to die uselessly, he 
heaves at the fuses to try and pull them 
and the pieces of safety fuse joined to their 
ends from under the load of earth. He 
pulls, but they do not yield; dropping them, 
he whips out his knife. He will cut the in- 


stantaneous and splice on to it a piece of 


safety long enough to allow him to get 
back over the obstruction after lighting. 
Two minutes’ work will do it, 


At that moment he again hears a voice, 
still closer than before. There is no time to 


Beyond the huge mound of the parapet, 
down, deep down, except on one side, the 
ditch still exists.

/ more than seventy-two per cent. of these 


requests are successful. The man who 
asks for alimony is but a shade less suc- 
cessful. The figures show that twenty- 
eight out of every thousand of es, 
seekers after the detached life demanded 
alimony from their better-off halves, and 
that twenty out of every thousand got 
it. The men’s tage, therefore, is 
a little better than seventy, which is but 
two per cent. less than the women’s.

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Summer and Winter Postage

This is because the government makes 
three brands of postage stamps, “sum- 
mer,” “winter” and “intermediate.” 
The intermediate stamps are supposed to 


be used during the spring and fall, or: 


during the seasons when it is neither 
extremely cold or excessively hot. | 
This does not mean that the Govern- 
ment Printing Department makes these 
stamps with any different design or 
color. The seasonable part of stamps is 
all in the glue, or gum, that is used to 
back them. For summer sale the 
used is slightly harder than for 
the other sort. This is so it will not 
melt as readily with body heat or room 
intended to assist: in pre- 
venting them sticking together.
